thing for them! 
Those who have formed the habit of quick and accurate decisions owe 
it all to obvious and independent thinking. 
Their minds are keyed to 
direct lines of thinking, and irrelevant affairs are not a part of their 
program. 
When puzzled, or caught in a problem, think of the obvious thing to 
do under the circumstance—and the chances arc that you will come out 
all right with it!

K ansas City, May 20 (AP)— Fewer 
children were born in the United 
States in 1933 than in any year since 
the start of the twentieth century, 
when accurate recording of births 
began, Dr. Warren S. Thompson, of 
Oxford, Ohio, told the national con­ 
ference of social work Friday night. 
Because of this birth decline and 
I "the practical cessation of immigra- 
I tion, the director of the Scripps 
| foundation for research in popula­ 
tion problems forsees a more stable 
society with "less mushroom de­ 
velopment in new communities and 
fewer people moving into the large 
cities.” 
This situation, he said, should be 
of aid to the social worker, because 
“one of the great handicaps of so­ 
cial workers in this country has 
been the great instability of the pop­ 
ulation. Much movement from place 
to place, movement from occupation 
to occupation, movement from class 
to class, and movement from job 
to job has made the task of the 
social worker both more ardous and 
more uncertain in accomplishment, 
“It would be interesting to dis­ 
cuss the reasons_for the decline in 
the birth rate, but this is not a 
germane to the topic under consider­ 
ation. 
I believe the preponderance 
of evidence points to the voluntary 
control of conception as the chief 
factor in this decline rather than 
to any fundamental change in the 
reproductive capacity of our peo­ 
ple. 
“W hen the history of the w’estern 
world is written a century or two 
hence I believe that spread of con­ 
traception will be regarded as one of 
the most important factors in de­ 
ter ming the course of social evolu­ 
tion in the latter part of the nine­ 
teenth and the first
